Proctor and Gamble is the country's 
leading Producer of soap and de­ 
tergent products. The makers of 
Clorox have the nation’s largest 
selling household bleach. 
The value of the name “Clorox” 
is demonstrated by the P and G 
paying over $30 million for assets 
valued at $15 million, says the 
FTC complaint. 
P and G controls the soap mar­ 
ket by its high pressure adver­ 
tising campaign which totaled $79 
million last year. This promoted 


such products as Gleem toothpaste 
so well that it has 25 per cent of 
the market, and a newer one,Crest, 
has gained 13 per cent in its first 
year. 
In 
1956 
the 
company 
pushed 
Comet, a cleaner, so strong it had 
29 per cent of the market in nine 
months. 
It gave away 30 million 
Comet samples at a cost of $3.3 
million. 
By acquiring Clorox it can get 
difficult to obtain shelf space through 
possession of a complete line of 
cleansing and laundry products.

CIGARETTES WILL HAVE 
ADVERSE EFFECTS 
Cigarettes will have, or cer­ 
tainly are likely to have, some 
adverse effect on the smoker’s nose,

Bank Child’s Earnings 
Here is an important point to 
remember when you are trying to 
decide 
whether 
you

con­ 
tributed the necessary amount: the 
money a youngster banks or in­ 
vests is not considered to be a con­ 
tribution to his own support costs. 
Check carefully to see how much of 
your child’s earnings has gone for 
his support. You may find that *t 
will save an exemption on the fam­ 
ily return if you have him bank 
his earnings for the rest of the year. 


Supporting a Relative 
If you have helped support a 
relative during the year, see to it 
that what you have contributed is 
enough to permit you to claim an 
exemption for this dependent. For 
example, you may have paid ap­ 
proximately $650 of your mother’s 
$1,400 
living 
expenses. 
By 
con­ 
tributing another $55 or $60 to her 
support before December 31, you 
can push the total over the more- 
than-half mark of $700 and gain an 
additional exemption. 
Or, if you shared with others in 
the support of a parent, take steps 
now to insure that one of you can 
qualify for an exemption. 
Make 
sure, first of all, that your com­ 
bined contributions were enough to 
total more than one-half of the par­ 
ent’s living expenses. Then, have 
all the members of the group that 
contributed IO per cent or more of 
the parent’s support sign Multiple 
Support Agreements, granting one

U. S., Canada, Mexico, Panama and 
in some cases, a serviceman’s child 1 
living in the Philippines. 
If you are supporting dependents j 
but are not able to file a joint re­ 
turn because you are unmarried, | 
you may be able to qualify as the I 
“head of a household’’ and be en-| 
titled to use a special schedule of' 
tax rates that gives you half the 
benefits of income-splitting. In a 
situation where, say, a son lives 
with 
his 
widowed 
mother 
and 
shares expenses equally, the son 
may have to contribute a few extra 
dollars before the end of the year 
to qualify as the head of a house­ 
hold. 
Each year millions of taxpayers 
put off filing their tax returns until 
the April 15 deadline. The last min­ 
ute rush to avoid a late filing pen­ 
alty produces not only long lines at 
Internal 
Revenue Service 
offices, 
but also many careless mistakes by 
taxpayers. Prepare your tax return 
carefully and file it early. Help is 
available from the I.R.S., which 
urges you to consult a properly 
qualified advisor if you need outside 
assistance.

This is where the black 
gold really is. 
The Supreme Court responded 
this week by ordering all five states 
on the Gulf, includingTexas, to make 
la joint answer to the government. 
I They are reacting with their cus­ 
tomary cry that they are being 
robbed, plus a new contention that 
P r e s i d e n t 
Eisenhower betrayed 
them. 
Texas has always claimed that 
its historic boundary is 10-1/2 m iles 
at sea, not three, and in 1952, cam - 
|paigning in the state, the President 
specifically supported that claim 
jNow his Justice Department is tak­ 
ing the opposite view. 
Officially, the Justice Department 


I declines cofnment on the political 
significance of this 180-degree turn. 


I Unofficially, it suggests that it is 
up to Congress to define what it 
I meant when it wrote the phrase 
'historic boundary” into the 1953 
I Submerged Lands Act. 
That act reversed a Supreme 
[court decision holding that the Fed­ 
eral 
government 
had paramount 
[rights in all submerged offshore 
lands beyond the low-water m ark. 
[it granted those rights to each 
state up to its "historic boundary.” 
The President may merely want 
[to put on Congress responsibility 
[for the actual handing over to five 
states the oil riches of the con- 
| tinental shelf. No opportunity has 
yet been afforded the press to ques­ 
tion him since the Supreme Court 


I acted. 
Nevertheless, even if he insists 
[he is only taking technical precau­ 
tions proper to a government of 
divided powers, he is not out of 
[the woods on the issue. Much de­ 
pends on timing when such con­ 
troversies arise. And the present 
time finds many things different 
than they were in the halcyon E isen­ 
how er days of 1953. 
The Little Rock affair has taken 
[the shine off the cry of states’ 
rights. Many N ortherners will think 
twice now before voting with the 
South on such grounds, even on a 
jnon-civil rights question. 
In 1953, too, Republicans con­ 
tro lled Congress, with a staunch 
conservative, Guy Cordon of O re­ 
gon, as chairman of the Interior 
and Insular A ffairsCom m ittee.C or­ 
don led the fight to enact the P re s­ 
id e n t's bill. 
A deal with Senator Russell Long 
|(D„ La.) got it to the floor. Long 
agreed to help Cordon bottle up the 


Hell’s Canyon legislation in com­ 
mittee so that W estern Republicans 
would not be em barrassed by hav­ 
ing to vote against it. Cordon, in 
turn, provided Western Republican 
votes for tidelands. 
A year later Cordon was beaten 
ay Democrat Richard Neuberger 
largely on the cry of "giveaway 
of natural resources, including the 
tidelands. Now Neuberger has C or­ 
don’s seat in the Interior Com­ 
mittee where he has been joined 
by liberal Democrats John A. C ar­ 
roll and Frank Church. A liberal 
Montana Senator, James Murray, is 
now committee chairman. 
Senator Long has moved to the 
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Finance Commitee and the only 
tidelands Senator left on Interior 
is the only moderately effective 
Thomas H. Kuchel of California. 
No part of the South is represented 
there. 


The sputniks, too, play their part 
in today’s altered mood. Senator 
L ister Hill (D., Ala.) fought origi­ 
nally for a tidelands compromise 
that would devote offshore oil rev­ 
enues to education. With expensive 
crash programs now being demand­ 
ed for education to overmatch the 
Russians, a new Hill bill dedicating 
continental shelf oil to education 
might be better received.

Was Justice Done 
In Moon Case? 


When Governor George Leader 
changed the 
sentence of Norman 
Moon from death in the electric 
chair to life imprisonment, a very 
inadequate area of our Pennsylvania 
law became pin-pointed. When is a 
m urderer insane and who is to de­ 
cide his mental condition? 
The opinion of several psychia­ 
trists who recently examined Moon 
was that he is not sane. But this is 
almost four years since the m urder 
was committed. The opinion of a 
sanity 
commission 
appointed by 
Judge Alexander C. Flick before he 
pronounced the sentence also was 
that Moon was not mentally well. 
But Judge Flick believed Moon knew 
the difference between right and 
wrong and carried out the decision 
of the jury. Higher courts upheld 
him. 
The crux of any case is the status 
of those involved at the time of the 
crim e. Moon’s mental health at that 
time was determined by the jury. 
This is that fine point about which we 
were speaking in the first p a ra ­ 
graph. 
How can a jury of laymen be ex­ 
pected to decide such a technical 
matter? In the case of Moon each 
side presented the opinion of one 
psychiatrist. They didn’t a g re e .One 
said he was sane, the other said he 
wasn’t. It was up to the very unpro­ 
fessional jurists. They decided he 
knew what he was doing when he 
shot up the judge and the court 
room. They gave him first degree 
m urder and the chair. 
It seem s to us that on this basis, 
Governor Leader shouldhaveplaced 
the defendant in a hospital until 
cured. If he ever became mentally 
well his situation would rev ert to 
the day of the m urder when the 
jury ruled he was not mentally ill. 
The original sentence then would 
obtain. 
But Governor Leader seem s to 
have been influenced by one of two 
conclusions in his decision. Either 
his legal advisers have suggested 
that you can not electrocute an in­ 
sane person, and he has perm anent­ 
ly changed the decision of the jury 
to fit that interpretation, or he has 
decided the jury didn’t know what it 
was doing (in which he is probably 
right), and has changed the jury s 
sentence. 
It seem s this case very strongly 
points up the need of a thorough 
examination of a defendant by a 
group of qualified psychiatrists be­ 
fore a trial is held. A jury then 
could hear the case and reach its 
decision with 
the added help of 
this professional advice. 
Because we do not believe in 
capital 
punishment, the result of 
the Moon case does not perturb 
us. But we do believe in justice, 
and we doubt if justice can be done 
by juries which are not qualified to 
decide medical questions on which 
the life of a man or woman will 
hinge. And by life we mean not 
only the difference between life 
and death, but also the future of 
any defendant’s life here o r h e re ­ 
after. 
* * * 
If, as many believe, anyone who 
kills is at least "tem porarily in­ 
sane” , 
perhaps all 
such people 
should be given life with no chance 
'of parole so that such " te m p o ra ry ” 
moods can not develop again to the 
loss of the society in which they are 
supposed to live and let live.

ners of the nation. The hunger for 
activities outdoors where fresh air 
and sunshine can be utilized to the 
fullest is evidenced by the expand­ 
ing interest in this game. 


In 1957 golfers were given 160 
new courses on which to play. Of 
these 116 were nine-hole courses, 
and 41 were eighteen. Three had 
extra holes. 
There now are 289 courses under 
construction. Of these, 156 are nine- 
hole, 116 are eighteen, and 17 are 
miscellaneous.

It is probable that many of the; 
160 opened this year were those' 
listed in the 198 that were being 
built in 1954. With numerous com­ 
munities attempting to save money 
by building courses with their own 
hands, more time is required than 
if money is available for paying 
experts to do it the fast way. 


The 758 courses now being plan­ 
ned or considered also represents 
a major jump. Last year the number • 
in this category was 612, and in 
1955 it was 516. Back in 1952 it 
was 51. lf a recession doesn’t stymie 
us, building golf courses should be a 
boom business in the years ahead.

If a nation is to fight a su ccess­ 
ful war on a m ajor scale in the 
future it must find a way to do so 
without destroying the conquered, 
and certainly without adversely af­ 
fecting the rest of the world. That 
is not possible today and the fear 
of such consequences, together with 
the knowledge that there will be 
much costly retaliation, stays the 
hand of the ambitious conquestors 
who may live in our midst. 
Even though one nation may ever 
be a few months or years behind the 
scientists of another, always there is 
the fear of total destruction, and 


even the trailing power has sufficient 
striking strength to make war un­ 
profitable. 
We can imagine three possible 


answ ers. One is the use of “ clean” 
explosives by all powers concerned, 
eliminating fall-out and confining 
their damage to the area hit. How­ 
ever, even the use of clean hydrogen 
bombs would have so great a chain- 
action danger that this too seem s 
im practical. 
The next step that might provide 
the advanced nation with an over­ 
powering weapon is the speed of 
light. If a light can be developed 
that will paralyze and destroy, the 
first country to develop it in quan­ 
tity might be able to win a war in 
a few short hours. 
And then there is disease. If an 


entire nation can be made suf­ 
ficiently ill, perhaps fatally, and at 
least helplessly, its enemy could 
take over very easily. 
Do not say they are im possible. 
They are! And they represent more 
reasons why our educational system 
must start its scientists young, 
even as it starts its football farm 
system s for high school sport. We 
will need brains, and good ones, in 
this period directly ahead. 
Meanwhile, let us not forget the 
social 
studies. For only through 
them will we really attain peace. 
Technology will keep us strong so 
that we can defend freedom. But 
it will be learning’ to live together 
that will win the peace. 
If we are to err in education, it 
should be on the side of excess. 
Not on the side of economy.
